l. The Chief of Protocol, Department of State, has 
approved the retention and “subsequent use at official 
functions” of the three renaining cans of caviar reported 
in referent. We were reminded in strong terns that Govern- 
ment officials are expected to discourage forcign gifts and 
that the new legislation emphasizes this Federal policy. 


2. The Agency was instructed to use the caviar only 
in the area designated by the General Services Aguinistra- 
tion, i.e., the Executive Dining Room. Thereforc, the 
caviar should be delivered to the Manager of the Earcutive 
Dining Reom with instructions that it is to be used cnly 
fer official functions.
